Tripoll, Oct. 30.—Troops that are guarding the outposts of the city are 
fighting @ threatened invasion of a more dreadful foe than the Turks and the 
Arabs in the pestilence which Is feared on account of the decomposition of 
hundreds of bodies of Arabs and Turks abandoned In. the trenches unburied. 

The danger is Immediate, because the Itallans seeking to bury the dead 
havo been fired on by the enemy. 

_ Remonstrance was made to the Turkish forces that thelr soldiers were 
not respecting the conventions of civilized warfare, but the Turks disctalm 
all responsibility of the action, declaring that the shooting was done by 
Marauders and barbarous hordes from the Interlor that do not know the rules 
Ot civilized warfare and that are completely beyond the contrat of the Turkish 
officers. 

The answer has angered the Itallan officers, who declare that the Turks 
are themselves responsible for the shooting and that they have Invited the 
fanatic Arabs and Bodouins Into a sacred war, which makes any atrocity per-

Speaking of the need 
of such an institution in Atherta he said 
that no time should be Jost in estab- 
lisning one in the vicinity of Edmonton 
as this city is the centre af a section of

THE EDMONTON CAPTTAS: 


BRITISH PROCLAMA- 
TION OF NEUTRALITY 


Subject Warned Not to imperil Exist- 
ing Relatlons—Quaint 
Document 


An extraordinary supplement to The 
London Gazette bas been published, 
containing the proclamation of neutral- 
ity by Great Britain in the war between 
Maly and Turkey. 

The proclamation by the King, which 
is dated Balmoral, Oct. 3, sets forth 
that: 

Whereas, we are happily af peace 
with all sovereigns, powers and states: 

And whereds a stale of war uphap- 
pily exists belween His Majesty the 
King of Italy and His Imperial Majesty 
fie Sullan of Turkey, and between 
their respective subjects, and others 
inhabiting within their countries, ter- 
ritories or donunions: 

And whereas we grec ao terms of 
friendship and amicable intercourse 
with cach of these powers, and with 
their several subjects, and others in- 
habiling within theie countries, lerri- 
tories, or deminions: 

And whereas great numbers ef our 
loyal subjeets reside and varry on com. 


merce, and enjoy various rights an | 
privileges, within Uie dominions of each | 


of the aforesaid powers, protected by 
‘the faith of: treaties between and | 
cuch of the aforesaid powers: 

And whereas we, beimg des 
preserving to Our subjects: the 
ings of pevee, Which they now happily 
enjoy, are firmly purposed and dete 
mined to maintain striet and jnparitel 
neutrality in the said state of war oun 
happily existing between the 
powers: 

We, therefore, have thought fit, by 
and with the advice of our privy coun- 
cil, to issue this our royal proclama- 
tion: 

Aud we do hereby strictly ¢harge | 
and command all our loving subjects ta 
govern themselves accordingly, and to 
observe a strict neutrality in and dur- 
jing the aforesaid war, 
from violating ov contravening cither 
the laws and statutes of the realm in 
relation thereto, as they will answer 
to the contrary at their peril, 

The proclamation goes on to quole 
the act of Queen Vietoria, — intituied 
“An Act to Regulate the Conduct of 
bee rv Majesty's Subjeets during 
existence of hostilities between forrign 
states with which Her Majesty is at 
| Reace, which deals with illegal en- 
listnont and illegal expedition, 

The act prescribes penalties on a 
British subject enlisting for service 
with either of the two countries and 
on persons building ships for tham, or 
otherwise fitting out an exped.tion, 
Ships built, commissioned, equipped, or 
despatched in contravention of the act 
may be condemned and forfeited by 
Judgment.of the court of admiralty. 
The scerctary of slate has power. to 
Issue @ Warrant authorising the seizure 
and search of ships and their detention 
until- condemned or released by process 
of law, 

The Gazelle also contains a letter 
from Sir E. Grey addressed to the ad- 
tiraily which sets forth rules for their 
lordships' guidance to prevent as far 
as possible the use of our harbors, 
ports, and coasts and the waters within 
territorial jurisdiction “in aid of the 
Warlike purposes of cither belligerent.” 
Similar Ictters have been addressed to

All today's edicts iike that of yes- 
terday are written in the first person as 
coming from Infant Imperor himself. 
This is unusual, apparently a device 
adopled by hrone's advisors in a pa- 
thetic attempt to create among the 
people a. fecling of -personat-loyalty for 
their sovereign, The cdicts ‘make a 
complete capitulation to the demands 
of the National Assembly and-even go 
so far.as te offer extravagant ‘prizes 
to the rebels for bringing about great 
reforins whieh. aro. promised. * 

The throne abjectly acknowledges 
it's inability, pleads ‘ignorance of -af- 
fairs, asks that its lapses be parugued 
and requésts ‘the assistanco and advice 
Finally ft makes his- 
toric effort to rally Chinese and Man- 
chus alike to royal standard by hint- 
ing at grave foretgn ‘dangors which it 
thinks -shoutd be faced by United 
China. In his struggle fer existence, 
the Infant Kmperor ‘even condemns 
many of his closest relatives. The pre- 
gent officiaidom he declarcd has not 
sought the interest of the people but 
only ite own pockets. The Revolutton- 
istg are unimpressed by the flood of 
edicts from the Emperor, They declare 
the dynasty’s partial surrender hag 
come too date. Afereover they do not 
trust the throns. regarding the present

The revalutionists point out that

Tobacco Combine Is _— 
- Being Reorganized 


Plan Is Al in Some Quarters and Criticized in Others 
—Independent Manufacturers Are Opposed to Scheme 
-—Attorney-General May Take a Hand 


New York, Oot. .34.—This is how tho 
government will -permit the tebscco 
trust to 're-organize. The corporations 
among which the propertics and busl- 
ness in the combination are to be dis- 
tributed for a period of five years 
shajl not have any officers or direc- 
tors {n common. 

These companies shall not have any 
stock Interest in each other, they 
shall not employ the same agencies 
for the purchase of leaf tobacco or 
other raw material, or for the sale of 
tobacco of other products. 


‘They shall not retain or employ .the ; 


same clerical or other organization er 
occupy ‘the same office or offices. No 
one of-them shall bold capital stock 
in any other. corporation, any part of 


whose stock Ig alga held by any ef the; 


other corporations among which the 
properties of the combination are dis- 
tributed, ’ 

The proposed plan for the re-organt, 
gation of the tobacco trust submitted 
by the American Tabacco company into 
the movernment anti-trust guit was 
praised and also condemned today be- 
fore the circuit court of the United 
States supreme court of New York. Af- 
ter Attorney-General Wickersham had 
filed the government's answer to the 
plan, counsel for the defendants plead- 
ed with the vourt to accept the disso. 
lution proposaL Lewis Cass Ledyard, 
arguing for tha defendants, insisted 
that it was an honest plan to comply 
with the requirements in the mandate 
of the Supreme court for a re-organi- 
gation -that. will restore competition 
in compliance with the terms of the 
Sherman anti-irtiat law. 

Supporting the plan, representatives 
of the preferred stock holders and 
bond Bolders of the American Tobacco 
and constituent oompantes, urged ap-
